Rabbi  Nadich,  who  installed  the  newly 
elected  officers  and  trustees,  recalled  that 
this  was  the  20th  year  (that  he  had  in¬ 
ducted  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  officers 
and  trustees.

strength  of  the  synagogue,  the  most  im¬ 
portant  organization  on  the  Jewish  scene. 
It  is  the  breath  of  Jewish  life  and,  be¬ 
cause  of  its  devoted  leaders,  Judaism  will 
live. 

In  installing  the  trustees,  Rabbi  Nadich 
said  that  a  congregation  must  have  men 
and  women  of  vision,  with  dreams  of  a 
greater  future;  men  and  women  of  talent 
and  dedication. 

Rabbi  Nadich  then  inducted  Colonel 
Irvin  Waldman  as  an  honorary  trustee. 
He  paid  tribute  to  A.  Stanley  Robinson, 
who  served  as  Vice  President  for  the 
full  constitutional  term  of  five  years. 

Arthur  Fine,  Gerald  Silbert  and  Joel  J. 
Cohen  were  installed  as  Vice  Presidents; 
Irving  Friedman  as  Treasurer;  Howard 
Dragutsky  as  Associate  Treasurer  and 
Martin  Leichtling  as  Executive  Secretary. 
Rabbi  Nadich  expressed  his  faith  that 
these  officers,  all  able  and  dedicated 
leaders,  would  carry  out  their  responsibili¬ 
ties  wisely  and  effectively.

At  95th  Meeting  of  Congregation  Thursday,  May  26 


My  Dear  Friends, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  address 
you  at  this  95  th  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

Welcome  to  Officers  and  Trustees 

To  'the  new  officers  and  trustees  who 
were  inducted  this  evening  I  extend  a 
warm  note  of  welcome.  I  hope  you  will 
remember  during  your  term  of  office  that 
Synagogue  leadership  is  more  than  a 
mere  honor.  You  have  accepted  a  serious 
responsibility,  the  responsibility  of  leader¬ 
ship.  I  hope  you  will  set  an  example  of 
leadership  by  regular  attendance  at  Syna¬ 
gogue  Services  and  by  attendance  from 
time  to  time  at  the  daily  Minyan  services. 

I  hope  you  will  remember  the  necessity 
for  voluntary  giving  and  for  introducing 
new  families  into  our  membership.  I 
hope  you  will  utilize  this  great  opporunity 
for  leadership  at  every  turn  and,  if  you 
do,  I  know  you  will  enjoy  it  to  the  fullest 
extent. 

Membership 

Our  balance  sheet  this  year  contains 
many  pluses  and  a  few  minuses.  Our 
membership  remains  level  with  898 
families.  About  63  of  these  families  are 
nonresident  members  who  spend  a  good 
portion  of  the  year  in  Florida  and  other 
resort  areas.  We  have  room  for  an  addi¬ 
tional  50  members  and  I  am  hopeful 
that  the  Membership  Committee  under 
its  new  Chairman,  Arnold  Lederman, 
will  make  a  major  effort  to  augment  our 
membership  ranks. 

Religious  School 

Our  Religous  School  continues  to  be 
recognized  as  one  of  the  best  after-school 
programs  in  the  metropolitan  area.  384 
pupils  were  enrolled  in  the  Religious 
School  this  year. 

The  Early  Childhood  Center  is  at  its 
legal  capacity  with  52  students. 

The  Primary  and  Elementary'  Depart¬ 
ments  registered  252  pupils — a  48%  in¬ 
crease  in  six  years. 

The  High  School  continues  to  grow 
and  presently  claims  80  pupils.  Those  of 
you  who  attend  the  Friday  Evening 
Family  Service  know  of  the  fine  results 
which  are  being  achieved  in  our  school 
programs.  We  acknowledge  the  leader¬ 
ship  provided  by  the  School  Board 
Chairmen,  Mrs.  Lillian  Helpern  and  Mrs. 
Vickie  Wimpfheimer,  and  to  our  princi¬ 
pals,  Mrs.  Rahel  F.  Block,  Mrs.  Revira 
Singer  and  Peter  Geffen  as  well  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  faculty.

Personnel  Changes 

This  was  a  year  of  major  transition 
in  our  pulpit  as  the  Cantorial  duties  were 
assumed  by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz.  It 
is  not  easy  to  step  into  an  important 
position  after  the  prior  incumbent  has 
established  a  long  and  distinguished 
record  in  the  post.  David  Putterman 
served  this  institution  for  43  years.  As 
you  all  know  by  nowj  David  Lefkowitz 
is  continuing  in  a  great  tradition  and 
has  added  his  own  lustre  to  the  post. 
He  has  brought  new  beauty  and  variety 
to  our  Services.  He  and  Mrs.  Lefkowitz 
have  carved  out  a  warm  niche  in  our 
congregation  and  we  are  very  fortunate 
to  have  them  with  us. 

We  were  also  enriched  this  year  by 
the  addition  of  Gordon  Piltch,  as 
Assistant  Cantor.  He  and  Mrs.  Piltch  have 
also  added  new  dimensions  to  the  life  of 
the  Synagogue. 

Now  we  face  two  more  transitions 
involving  persons  who  have  served  the 
Synagogue  for  many  years  and  with 
great  devotion. 

Rhea  Ruttenberg  is  stepping  down 
after  eighteen  years  of  service  as  Editor 
of  the  Synagogue  Bulletin.  Rhea  has 
been  a  busy  aide-de-camp  in  many  Syna¬ 
gogue  activities  and  enjoys  the  warm 
friendship  of  hundreds  of  members  of 
this  Congregation.  Her  husband  Nelson, 
of  blessed  memory,  was  a  member  of 
our  Board  of  Trustees  and  an  officer  of 
our  Synagogue.  We  extend  to  Rhea  our 


heartfelt  wishes  for  rewarding  years  of 
happiness  and  continued  good  health. 

Frank  Williamson,  who  has  been  an 
exemplary  Superintendent  of  Services 
since  1946  is  also  retiring  on  July 
1st.  Frank  has  been  a  devoted  member 
of  our  staff  and  a  pillar  of  our  Synagogue 
We  shall  miss  him  deeply. 

In  noting  the  happy  anniversaries  in 
the  life  of  the  Synagogue  I  take  particular 
pride  in  mentioning  that  this  is  Rabbi 
Nadich’s  twentieth  year  in  our  pulpit. 
He  has  brought  great  scholarship  and 
commitment  to  his  role  in  this  institution. 
He  has  been  our  friend  our  teacher  and 
our  wise  counselor.  We  extend  to  Rabbi 
Nadich  and  Mrs.  Nadich  an  interim 
note  of  appreciation  for  all  they  have 
mean;  to  us. 

Arms  of  the  Synagogue 

Throughout  the  year  the  Arms  of  the 
Synagogue  under  able  leadership  have 
provided  interesting  programs  many  of 
which  directly  support  the  work  of  the 
Synagogue.  The  efforts  of  Sisterhood, 
the  Parents  Association,  the  Men’s  Club 
and  the  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Club  have  been 
presented  to  you  in  detailed  reports.  May 
I  add  a  personal  note  of  thanks  to  the 
Arms  for  their  financial  support  of  the 
Synagogue  and  for  the  contributions 
made  by  them  to  the  Building  Fund.  We 
are  deeply  grateful. 

This  year  the  Synagogue  was  the  focal 
point  for  a  number  of  programs  of 
historic  interest.  His  Eminence,  Terence 
Cardinal  Cooke  was  the  guest  of  honor 
at  the  Friday  Evening  Service  on  Novem¬ 
ber  19th,  sponsored  by  the  Men’s  Club. 
Cardinal  Cooke  delivered  a  most  moving 
address  from  our  pulpit  and  together 
with  the  members  of  his  staff  participated 
in  the  Oneg  Shabbat  Reception  which 
followed  the  Service.  The  arrangements 
for  Cardinal  Cooke’s  visit  to  our  Syna¬ 
gogue  were  initiated  by  Colonel  Arthur 
Gerwin,  a  former  President  of  the  Men’s 
Club.  To  Colonel  Gerwin,  Dr.  Ernest 
Barash,  the  present  President  of  the 
Men’s  Club  and  Mr.  Leo  Silverstein  who 
acted  as  Chairman  for  the  arrangements 
for  the  event,  we  express  our  great  appre¬ 
ciation  in  arranging  this  historic  program. 

On  April  15th,  the  Friday  evening 
Service  included  the  dedication  of  a 
Torah  Scroll  rescued  from  a  Synagogue 
in  Czechoslovakia.  It  is  intended  as  a

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permanent  memorial  to  the  six  million 
victims  of  the  holocaust.  The  Scroll 
which  is  on  display  in  the  Southeast 
corner  of  the  Main  Sanctuary  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Synagogue  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Howard  Kieval  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Kieval’s 
mother,  Beatrice  Klenert.  We  thank  them 
for  their  meaningful  gift. 

In  March,  for  the  second  consecutive 
year,  the  Adult  Education  Committee 
sponsored  a  Shabbaton  weekend  of  s'tudy 
and  discussion  led  by  Rabbi  Harlan 
Wechsler.  The  program  extended  from 
the  Friday  evening  meal  and  prayer 
service  through  the  Saturday  night 
Havdalab.  We  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Pat 
Davidson  and  Mrs.  Joann  Rosoff  and  all 
the  other  persons  who  helped  make  the 
program  possible. 

No  report  of  the  Synagogue  year 
would  be  complete  without  mention  of 
the  outstanding  series  of  musical  concerts 
initiated  by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz.  In 
November,  the  Synagogue,  on  Cantor 
Lefkowitz’ s  initiative,  retained  Mr. 
Abraham  Kaplan,  a  distinguished  com¬ 
poser  and  choral  director  to  organize 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Chorale. 
Three  major  concerts  were  presented. 
The  first,  on  March  12th,  was  a  Sabbatn 
Morning  Service  featuring  classical  litur¬ 
gical  music.  The  second  concert,  was 
presented  on  Friday  evening,  April  22nd 
as  the  33rd  Annual  Service  of  New 
Liturgical  Music.  The  final  concert  was 
presented  on  Thursday  evening,  May 
1 9'trh  in  the  Sanctuary  of  the  Synagogue. 
On  that  occasion  the  75  member  Chorale 
made  its  debut  with  a  Symphony  Orches¬ 
tra  conducted  by  Mr.  Kaplan.  The 
program  covered  a  wide  range  of  com¬ 
positions  and  a  rare  combination  of 
talents.  It  was  a  memorable  experience. 
The  Sanctuary  was  completely  filled. 
Mrs.  Herbert  (Eleanor)  Frommer  ren¬ 
dered  superb  assistance  for  the  planning 
of  'the  concerts  and  the  sale  of  tickets. 
We  thank  her. 

All  of  the  concerts  were  professionally 
recorded  and  selections  from  the  Sabbath 
morning  service  were  broadcast  on 
WQXR  and  WQXR-FM  in  prime  time 
segments  on  Sunday  afternoon.  The  pro¬ 
grams,  called  "On  Wings  of  Song”  were 
arranged  by  Cantor  Paul  Kwartin. 
Portions  of  the  service  were  also  broad¬ 
cast  on  WEVD  and  WEVD-FM  on 
Friday  evening.  Some  interest  has  been 
expressed  in  making  commercial  records 
from  these  services  and  we  are  exploring 
this  possibility  now. 

Finally,  with  a  note  both  of  pride  and 
sadness  I  must  report  to  you  that  Mr. 
Kaplan  has  received  a  distinguished 


appointment  to  the  University  of 
Washington  Graduate  School  of  Music 
with  the  rank  of  Professor.  The  post 
is  in  Seattle,  which  is  a  long  way  from 
New  York.  Mr.  Kaplan  will  leave  a  void 
which  will  not  be  easily  fifed.  We  are 
delighted  with  the  recognition  which  has 
come  to  him.  We  are  especially  pleased 
that  he  has  agreed  to  conduct  two  pro¬ 
grams  for  us  next  year  during  a  five 
week  interval  when  he  will  be  working 
in  New  York  with  Leonard  Bernstein 
and  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Sym¬ 
phony  Orchestra. 

*  *  * 

In  this  brief  review  of  the  high  points 
of  the  Synagogue  year  there  are  manv 
other  events  which  are  worthy  of  mention. 
For  example,  the  Sabbath  Morning 
Service  on  May  7th,  was  dedicated  to 
the  faculty  of  the  Religious  School  with 
special  honor  to  Vivian  hinkel  upon  her 
25  th  anniversary  as  a  teacher  in  our 
Religious  School.  The  Synagogue  was 
filled  with  Mrs.  Finkel’s  students  and 
there  was  a  pleasant  reception  in  honor 
of  the  occasion.  We  hope  to  continue  the 
practice  of  honoring  our  teachers  with  a 
special  Sabbath  Service  on  Y dm  Hamoreh. 

As  I  complete  my  fourth  year  in  the 
office  you  have  bestowed  upon  me,  there 
are  moments  of  introspection  and  self- 
questioning.  Are  we  really  achieving  our 
goals  as  an  institution? 

Perhaps  I  can  sum  up  by  reference  to 
a  personal  letter  sent  by  a  beloved  friend 
of  this  institution,  Rabbi  Isaac  Toubin, 
who  has  served  us  during  the  High  Holy 
Day  Services  for  the  past  eighteen  years, 
is  also  the  Executive  Vice  President  of  the 
American  Association  for  Jewish  Educa¬ 
tion.  I  read  this  letter  to  you  exactly  as 
he  wrote  it  to  an  officer  of  his  Synagogue: 

'Dear  Arthur: 

I  had  intended  writing  a  note  of  this 
kind  several  weeks  ago,  following  the 
special  Friday  night  service  of  cantorial 
music.  Now  that  I  attended  the  special 
Friday  night  service  commemorating  the 
Shoah,  my  wife  and  I  want  to  record 
our  gratitude  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
for  the  imaginative,  religious  and  cultural 
programs  which  it  is  in  the  process  of 
developing. 

The  special  presentation  of  cantorial 
music  was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  syna- 
gogal  experiences  of  my  life.  Many  of 
the  cantors  represented  by  their  composi¬ 
tions  were  personally  familiar  to  me  and 
the  nostalgic  recollection  of  their  music 
was  an  overwhelming  emotional  ex¬ 
perience.  Interpreted  by  the  beautiful 
voice  of  our  cantor,  and  the  singing  of 
the  choir,  together  with  the  solemnity  of 


the  evening,  made  it  all  a  memorable 
occasion.  I  have  already  personally  ex¬ 
pressed  my  thanks  for  that  evening  to 
Rabbi  Nadich  and  Mr.  Shapiro. 

The  Shoah  service  was  a  creative  in¬ 
spiration.  The  music,  the  ceremony,  the 
presentation  of  the  Torah  were  all  in 
keeping  with  the  awesome  character  of 
such  a  commemoration.  I  was  privileged 
to  have  been  invited  to  share  in  the 
parade  of  welcoming  Torahs. 

All  the  members  of  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  who  did  not  witness  these  evenings 
deprived  themselves  of  one  of  the  great 
rewards  of  congregational  membership. 

I  am  particularly  pleased  that  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  so  imaginatively 
enriching  the  Jewish  life  of  the  com¬ 
munity  in  a  genuine  and  unique  way, 
wi'thout  duplicating  the  activities  of  the 
many  institutions  that  surround  it.

From  the  daily  Minyan 
Service  to  a  stirring  new  series  of  music 
programs;  from  an  Art  Show  to  a  Shab¬ 
baton;  from  Chaim  Herzog  to  Cardinal 
Cooke.  We  inherited  a  great  Synagogue. 
It  is  our  job  to  insure  that  it  continues 
to  be  great.  We  need  your  help. 

Endowment  Fund 

This  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  created 
a  General  Endowment  Fund.  As  you 
know,,  almost  all  of  our  major  universities 
and  our  hospitals  and  many  Synagogues 
depend  in  some  measure  on  income  from 
Endowment  Funds.  The  Endowment  Fund 
is  developed  through  gifts  and  legacies. 
The  monies  in  the  funds  are  carefully 
invested  in  high grade  securities  and 
generally  only  the  income  is  used  for 
the  support  of  the  institution.  We  now 
have  a  General  Endowment  Fund.  It  is 
kept  in  a  separate  trust  account.  Persons 
interested  in  making  a  gift  to  the  General 
Endowment  Fund  during  their  lifetimes, 
or  by  will,  are  invited  to  speak  to  Mr. 
William  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the  Law 
Commiittte  of  ithe  Synagogue  or  Mr. 
Gerald  Silbert,  a  Vice-President  of  the 
Synagogue.  Both  gentlemen  are  skilled 
in  the  handling  of  gifts  and  memorials. 

The  Endowment  Fund  is  for  the 
future.  For  today’s  needs  we  depend 
upon  voluntary  contributions  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  income  received  from  member¬ 
ship  fees  and  tuition.  We  invite  all  of  our 
members  who  can  afford  it  to  make 
voluntary  contributions  to  the  Synagogue 
from  time  to  time  either  directly  or 
through  the  Patrons  Club.  Tht  Patrons

In  the  category  of  important  events 
to  come,  I  ask  for  your  support  for  the 
Dinner  Dance  which  wi’i  be  held  in 
November  and  the  Dinner  Journal  which 
will  be  published  in  support  of  the 
Dance.

Importance  of  New  School 
Building 

We  come  now  to  the  principal  task 
which  lies  before  us.  For  the  past  ten 
years,  it  has  been  absolutely  obvious  that 
there  is  need  for  a  new  school  building. 
The  present  facilities  are  woefully  in¬ 
adequate.  Rabbi  Nadich  has  described  the 
problems  of  the  inadequate  facilities 
again  and  again  from  the  pulpit  and  in 
private  meetings. 

We  have  made  much  progress.  We 
own  the  land.  It  has  been  fully  paid. 
We  have  demolished  the  buildings.  We 
have  prepared  excellent  plans.  Now,  the 
estimated  cost  of  a  modest  new  building, 
is  approximately  three  million  dollars. 
We  have  cash  on  hand,  securities  and 
pledges  for  approximately  $1.6  million. 
That  means  we  are  past  the  half-way 
mark.  These  gifts  have  come  from  300 
families. 

If  we  could  get  a  burst  of  generous 
pledges,  new  construction  could  be 
started  this  summer.  Some  people  have 
said  to  me.  "Don’t  worry,  when  the  time 
comes  we  will  make  a  good  gift.’’  Rabbi 
Nadich,  Arthur  Bienenstock  and  your 
officers  are  deeply  appreciative  of  these 
promises  of  support.  On  a  realistic  basis, 
however,  we  are  reluctant  to  commence

We  can  have  a  modern  new  building 
by  September  of  1979  with  excellent 
class  rooms  and  learning  and  play  areas. 
We  can  convert  this  Lemberg  Auditorium 
into  a  larger  and  more  comfortable 
place  for  worship  and  we  can  have  a 
banquet  room  and  other  facilities  which 
will  meet  the  legitimate  needs  of  this 
Congregation.

The  capacity  audience 
which  filled  the  entire  sanctuary  was 
enraptured  with  the  music  by  outstanding 
composers,  inspiringly  performed  by  a 
chorus  of  approximately  75  voices  blended 
in  harmony  with  the  voices  of  Cantor 
David  Lefkowitz,  tenor  soloist;  Lois 
Winter,  soprano;  Irene  Toby,  alto;  and 
Bruce  Fifer,  baritone;  under  the  baton 
of  our  conductor,  Abraham  Kaplan. 

The  collaboration  of  Cantor  Lefkowitz, 
Mr.  Kaplan  and  the  choral  group  repre¬ 
sents  a  rare  combination  of  talent.  Formed 
in  December  1976,  the  members  of  the 
Chorale  from  our  synagogue  and  the 
community  have  met  once  a  week  and 
the  result  of  this  accomplishment  in  such 
a  brief  time  is  amazing — in  fact  almost 
unbelievable.
